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It would be much less than honest to 
deny that the international situation has 
deteriorated to a point where responsible 
and capable men believe the world stands 
on the brink of another world war. 

The cabinets of Canada, Britain and 
the United States have been sitting in 
extraordinary sessions and have made no 
secret of their fear that the picture is 
very black, 

In the United States, Senator Owen 
Brewster of Maine, speaking for a great 
volume of American opinion, is urging the 
use of the atom bomb against the Chinese 
Communists. 

The defence coordinator in Canada’s 
great steel centre, Sault Ste. Marie, is 
frantically urging the speeding up of civil 
defence at this vital point. 

All this is not hysteria. It is an attempt 
to realistically face the facts. 

The fate of the world plainly hangs on 
what is going on in Russian minds. 

There can be no possible doubt that 
the Chinese march into Korea was insti- 
gated by Moscow if not at Moscow’s direct 
order. The behavior of Russian UN dele- 
gates in New York towards the Red Chi- 
nese mission there makes it clear that Red 
China is taking instructions from the 
Politburo. 

What, then, is the purpose behind this 
Russian determination to array force after 
force against the United Nations in general 
and the United States in particular? 

If that purpose is the continued harass- 
ment and bedevilment of the democracies 
so that the latter may fritter away their 
energies and resources in a series of small 
«ampaigns until the day when Russia feels 
strong enough to come openly into the war, 
a United Nations decision to carry the of- 
fensive into Chinese territory would likely 
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Threat of World War 


evoke a powerful wail of protest from the 
Russians and nothing more. 

On the other hand, if the purpose of 
Russia is to provoke and tempt the demo- 
cracies into an act that might be construed 
as aggression so that Russia might have a 
legal excuse to start hostilities, the world 
is in a perilous position because if Russia 
does not find that excuse in Korea, she 
will find it elsewhere. 

But this latter supposition produces 
one pertinent query; 

If Russia wants to fight, if she wants 
to precipitate World War III, why does 
she require any excuse or color of legality? 

A nation with so little regard for truth 
that it lays claim to all knowledge, all 
scientific accomplishment and all inven- 
tions and rewrites history to suit its own 
purposes would surely not gag on an illegal 
war. 

To what audience does Russia have to 
justify herself? 

Her own people and her own satellites 
believe exactly what they are told and know 
only those facts the Politburo chooses to 
give them. 

The opinion of the democratic world 
does not matter because, in the Russia 
view, after World War III the democratic 
world will have ceased to exist. 

There would seem, then, to be little 
real danger in the United Nations adopting 
a bold and positive course in the abatement 
of this aggression. If a declaration of war 
against China would cause Russia to come 
in, the world can be sure that Russia is 
determined to come in sooner or later any- 
way. 

If Russia is intent only on general be- 
devilment, an attack of Red China could 
make no possible difference to the Russian 


position. 


Federal Government Should Act 


The gradual and serious collapse of 
Grierson Hill has evoked the statement 
from City Engineer J. D. A. Macdonald 
that all river-bend hills shows signs of 
erosion. 

Since responsibility for riparian erosion 
and the remedying of it lies upon the 
federal government wherever the cause 
can be traced to navigable waters, the city 
is justified in expecting Ottawa to take 
immediate steps to afford security to those 
portions of Edmonton that are threatened 
by action of the Saskatchewan River. 

There can be no possible doubt of this 
legal responsibility. 

But no reasonable person can expect 


the federal government to act without 
some protest on the part of the city. 

And it seems almost incredible that 
although this erosion has been going on 
ever since there was an Edmonton and 
since, even back in 1914, a row of houses 
had to be moved not a recorded word 
about Ottawa's responsibility has been 
uttered until late in 1950. 

If the present city engineer and previ- 
ous city engineers knew about this river 
erosion and knew about the federal gov- 
ernment’s obligation to halt it, why on 
earth have they sat back quietly while the 
river has been eating away the city? 


Fingerprinting for Everybody 


The best possible argument for the 
compulsory fingerprinting of everybody 
is a lonely grave at Leduc where, 17 days 
after he had perished in the Remembrance 
Day fire there, the body of unidentified 
No. 10 was laid to rest day before yester- 
day. 

For 17 days, the police had pursued 
every course that might lead to the dis- 
covery of this man’s name and origin. 
Then, having exhausted all possibilities, 
they gave permission for the burial and 
No. 10 joins the surprisingly large number 
of unknown dead. 

A national system of fingerprinting or, 
even better, an international system of 
fingerprinting, would have ooviated any 
such difficulty. 

But compulsory fingerprinting has

never been carried into effect because of 
the totally unjustified public notion that 
such a course would place citizens in the 
ranks of criminals. 

It is an absurd prejudice because no 
one howls about regimentation when a 
baby’s birth has to be registered. There is 
no more regimentation nor intrusion upon 
privacy about fingerprinting than there is 
about compulsory birth registration. 

Compulsory fingerprinting would be of 
inestimable value to the police everywhere. 


-It would protect the innocent just as ef- 


fectively as it would betray the guilty. 

There is no reason on earth why it 
should not be done as a federal measure 
and if Canadian police forces asked for it 
they would have a considerable volume of 
public support.

In the recent war I knew a 
bright yqung business man who 
quit his job rather than move a 
fuctory from Toronto to another 
point 60 miles away.

BIG SMALL CHANGE 


Canada’s Piggy Banks 
Hold Immense Wealth 


By JOHN E. BIRD 

A lot of pennies, nickels, dimes 
and quarters are tucked away in 
piggy banks across Canada. 

Officials of the Royal Canadian 
Mint estimated that the total 
number of these coins approach- 
ed several hundreds of thousands. 
There was no estimate of their 
value, but the officials believed 
they represented many thousands 
of dollars. 

These banked coins formed 
only a small part of the two- 
billion odd pieces of silver, nickel 
and copper .currency produced 
in Canada since 1908. 

A considerable amount of this 
currency had been recalled by 
the mint over the years. The coins 
either beeome outdated, like the 
old 20 and five cent pieces, or 
‘were so worn they had to be re- 
placed, 


Come Out 
At Christmas 

However, rough figures on the 
amount of coin now in circulation 
revealed that there were a lot of 
bulging tobacco and candy tins 
and old cigar boxes in Canadian 
homes. 

More of these banked coins 
were in circulation at this Lime of 
the year than any other period. 
The reason, of course, Was that 
the saved-up pennies and nickels 
were being used to help buy the 
family Christmas gifts, 

However, the coins begin to dis- 
appear right after Christmas. 
Loose change once again finds its 
way into the piggy bank -behind 
the cookie jar—just in case the 
family runs short next year at 
this time, 


Officials based their estimate 
of the value of coin in piggy 
banks on the difference between 
the amount which should be in 
circulation and the amount pro- 
duced by the mint, There were 
no definite figures, but the tal 
in circulation was less than mint 
output, 


Nine Apiece 
For Canadians 


Some of the figures on coins 
in circulation were almost astro- 
nomical. For instance, since 1908 
the mint produced 961,922,200 
pennies, some of which have been 
recalled. 

Some 725,891,600 of the total 
were struck by the mint between 
1938 and 1949. Few of these pen- 
nies have been recalled, If they 
were spread among the popula- 
tion, every man, woman and child 
in Canada would have 50, 

The total value of all the pen- 
nies produced was $9,619,222. 
Those struck between 1938 and 
1949 were worth $7,258,916, 

The same thing applied to five 
cent pieces produced by the mint. 

Between 1938 and 1949, the mint 
Struck 133,233,980 five cent pieces. 
They included 74,651,500 made of 
nickel, 28,156,480 made of tombac 
and 30,426,000 of steel. 4 

If you divided them up among 
the population, everybody in Can- 
ada would have nine five cent 
pieces, 

It was a similar story with quar- 
ters and 50-cent pieces produced 
by the mint, However, the num- 
ber of these larger coins rest’ ¢ 
in make-shift home banks was 
not so large.

Cold Sores Present Vexing Problem 


Some ailments are more annoy- 
ing than dangerous, 

Cold sores, or herpes simplex, 
is certainly one of these ailments, 
A young lady I know gets them 
every time she catches a cold, 
loses a lot of sleep, or stays out 
in the sunlight too long. Strange- 
ly enough they like to pop up 
just before an important date, 
too. 

Most of us have had cold-soresg 
at one time or another but they 
usually go 
away without 
much difficulty. 
Usually they 
appear on the 
lips or around 
the nostrils. 
Such a con 
spicuous loca- 
tion is most un- 
pleasam if they

back, as they sometimes do. 
Cold sores are caused by a 
virus. Curiously enough this 
virus does yot build up much of a 
resistance the host so that if 
one has /once had a cold sore 
another is even more likely to 
develop in the same spot. 


The likely explanation is that 
the virus remains quiet in the 
tissues but can come to life when 
the local resistance is lowered by 
some other infection, fatigue or 
too much sunshine, 

An ordinary biister-like cold 
sore ig too much of a problem to 
treat. It will go away by itself 
after a while, but applications of 
camphor ice or calamine lotion 
relieve the discomfort somewhat 
aud speed the cure, 


The real difficulty comes in 
knowing what to do for someone 
who keeps getting one attack 
after. another, A little care in 
avoiding cold winds, too much 
sun, and overfatigue helps. Pro- 
tecting the lips or nostrils by ap- 
plying some protective cream is 
also not a bad idea. 


X-ray Helps 
Some Cases 


In particularly annoying cases, 
X-ray treatments have to be 
considered. These will make 
most stubborn cold sores go away. 
Also it is less Ukely that another 
will come later in the same place, 

Another treatment that some- 
times helps is to use smallpox 
vaccination, Smallpox ‘s another 
disease caused by viruses 
{though much more serious, of 
course) and perhaps there is 


some relationship between the 
viruses of the two diseases not 
yet understood. In any case, this 
can be tried if necessary.

The matter will be finally dealt 
with by the entire cabinet. 

The Pool delegation argued in 
Ottawa that between March, 1945, 
and February, 1947, some 160,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat were sold by 
the wheat beard for domestic con- 
sumption in Canada at $125 a 
bushel, while the export price was 
$1.55. The delegation contended 
that in this way western wheat 
farmers bonused Canadian con- 
sumers to the extent of 30 cents a 
bushel, or a total of $48,000,000. 


ASK TALKS REOPENED 

The delegation also argued that 
the Canadian government should 
insist on the re-opening of decisions 
regarding’ the Anglo-Canadian 
wheat agreement. In that agreement 
the price for the first two years 
‘was $1.55 a bushel. It was provided 
that the price for the last two 
years should be based on prices 
prevailing throughout the world 
during the first two years. 

If this clause is lived up to, 
the delegates said, a substantial 
sum of money would be forth- 
coming from the British govern- 
ment. | 
If Britain could not pay, the dele-| 

gation suggested the Canadian | 
government, as a signer of this | 
agreement, has a definite respon- 
sibility.
